maunds per acre to as high as 40, 50 
60 and even 67 maunds in an acl® 


38 blocks and 3 zones have bee! 
taken up for cultivation of ves® 
table and potato seeds. A region | 
research and large-sized mixed far™ 
has been established at Similigud@ 
for production of cent per cent pure 
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seeds. 5 other such farms will be 
established at Hirakud, Gambho- 
tiguda, Lachhida, Bamdhaberna and 
Kuarmunda. Over and above 23 
blocks in Sambalpur district covered 
by Package Programme, the remaining 
6 blocks will be brought under the 
programme. Vegetative propagation 
technique has been introduced in 60 
selected blocks of the State for impro- 
ved paddy seeds and more blocks will 
be covered next year. 


For extension of plant protection 
measures, power and hand sprayers 
are supplied to farmers. To provide 
improved agricultural implements, 
Japanese power tillers and threshers 
are being supplied to progressive 
cultivators. To remove difficulties in 
the supply of oil, a Package Pro- 


ment have proposals for taking up 
Brahmani and Baitarani catchments 
also for soil conservation to minimise 
flood menace. In Koraput and 
Kashipur areas economic fruit-bearing 
trees such as citrus, mangoes and coffee 
are being planted, under the soil 
conservation programme, with 
encouraging results. Extensive culti- 
vation of Sisal hemp is similarly being 
taken up throughout the State. This, 
while conserving soil, will help produc- 
tion of a useful and valuable fibre now 
in short supply in the market.

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The most disconcerting feature of 
our economy during the period under 
review was the steep rise in prices. 
The working class consumers’ price 
index of Cuttack and Bhubaneswar 
were 180 and 166, respectively in 
September 1964 as compared with the 
general index of 148 and 140 for the 
year 1963. This has upset the results 
of higher production and increase in 
wage rates. 


There has been increase in the 
wages earned by agricultural workers, 
Available statistics show that the 
index number of agricultural labour 
wages for male workers has gone up 
from 158 in June 1963 to 166 in 
June 1964. 


It is, however, gratifying that the

SATISFACTORY PROGRESS 


State income and the per capita income 
have been on the increase. According 
to the estimates formulated by the 
Bureau of Statistics and Economics, 
the State Income in the year 1962-63, 
at 1958-59 constant prices, was 
Rs. 429-99 crores as against Rs. 422:59 
crores at the end of the Second Plan. 
On the basis of the present trend of 
growth, the State Income by the end 
of the Third Plan has been estimated 
to be of the order of Rs. 512 crores. 


The per capita income in 1962-63, 
at 1958-59 prices was Rs. 241. The 
index of per capita income for the 
period 1951-52 to 1962-63 shows that 
the increase during the period has 
been about 11 per cent. The rates 
of increase have been more 
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about Rs. 227 crores. The State 
Goyernment have also requested the 
Government of India to take over 
the Paradeep Port Project and I am 
glad to inform the House that Govern- 
ment of India have sinc> decided to 
take over the Port for completion of 
the construction. This will not only. 
improve the position of the State 
resources to a considerable extent but 


will also open up the prospects of gt 
future for the Beices Port. an 


The progress of im plementati 
the Third Plan Schemes tac hant 
fairly Satisfactory. The. anticipated 
expenditure during first four years 
of Third Plan period is 78 per cent 
of the total outlay under Social 
services, 76 per cent under Agriculture 
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be 


and Community Development sector, 
75 per cent under Industries, 
Transport and Communication and 
70 per cent under Irrigation and 
Power Schemes. In physical terms, 
the progress is encouraging. The 
production of rice excluding Dalua 
has reached the all time record figure 
of 43:59 lakh metric tons. Under 
Power, work of Talcher Thermal 
Scheme and Balimela Hydro-Electric 
Project is progressing according to 
schedule. Power generation will 
commence at Talcher Thermal by 
about the end of 1965-66 and 
generation would be reached to its full 
capacity during the Fourth Plan period. 


I would like to indicate here to 


the Hon’ble _ Members the broad 


objective of the Fourth Plan in 
Orissa, which has already been sub- 
mitted to the Planning Commission. 
The rate of progress of Orissa has to 
be faster than the pace envisaged for 
the country as a whole as she has to 
teach a level of economic equality 
with other States in India.

j The Revised Estimates as have 
how been calculated show that the 
current year which opened with 
a minus balance of Rs.8,28 lakhs is 
expected to close with an overall 
Surplus balance of Rs. 54 lakhs. 
During the current year the revenues 
have shown improvements under share 
Of Income-tax, Sales Tax, Motor 
ehicle Tax, Electricity Duty, ete. 


Though during the current year 
telief was given to manufacturers by 
y teducing sales tax on raw materials to 
be used for manufacture from 5 per 
‘cent to 2 per cent and milk and books

Special attention has been given 
to provide irrigation facilities to as 
much areas as possible to augment 
food production. Besides, the execu- 
tion of 3 major irrigation projects of 
Mahanadi Delta, Salandi and Ananda- 


‘pur Barrage Projects, 9 medium irriga- 


tion projects are under execution, 
Most of these projects excepting 
medium irrigation projects of Joro- 
Harabhangi will be completed by 
about the second year of the Fourth 
Plan. Salki and Hiradharbati projects 
are now giving benefits.” With a view 
to providing more extensive and better 
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irrigation facilities, the Rural Engine- 
ering Organisation and the Lift Irriga- 
tion Directorate have been streng- 
thened. The Rural Engineering Orga- 
nisation took up 85 projects during 
the year 1963-64 and has taken up 121 
projects during the current year. It 
has been programmed to bring 37,000 
acres of land under minor irtigation. 
This Organisation has also taken up 
renovation of derelict projects so that 
59,000 acres can be brought under 
inigation from this source. The Lift 
Irrigation Directorate has the main 
task of providing water to cultivators 
in flood-affected areas in the districts 
of Cuttack, Puri and Balasore. [t is 
the intention of Government to make 
over the completed irrigation projects 


to Co-operative Societies to be formed © 
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by the beneficiaries. 186 lift irrigation 
societies have been formed out of 
which 70 have already been registered. 


Attention has been given to 
provide drinking wate: facilities in 
rural and urban areas. 17 schemes for 
supply of protected water are being 
executed in some important urban 
local body areas. In order to derive 
quick benefits from these schemes, it 
was decided to aimat supply of 35 to 
45 litres of water daily per head 
through stand-posts in the streets in 
the Third Plan period.

Before I deal with the Bude,

In our State increased dearness 
allowance was once allowed with 
effect from 1-4-1964 and has again been 
given from 1-1-1965. The extra 
expenditure on account of -the first 
increase was estimated to be of the 
order of Rs. 44 lakhs per annum 
and the second increase is of the order 
of about Rs. 1 crore peryear. Besides 
this, the anomalies existing in the 
introduction of revised pay scales on 
the recommendation of the Pay 
Committee have since been removed 
and this may cost Government about 
Rs. 96 lakhs per annum. Consequent 
on the increase of pay scales given to 
Class If Government servants, there 


introduced the Salary Savings Scheme 
in this State which, if taken advantage 
of, will afford financial relief to the 
families of Government servants dying 
at a premature age. 


I shall now proceed to indicate 
briefly the main features of the Bud- 
get Estimates for the year 1965-66. 


The total revenue for the year is 
estimated to be Rs. 81°35 crorés and 
the expenditure charged to revenue is 
estimated to be Rs. 91-38 crores, thus 
indicating a revenue deficit of Rs. 10:03 
crores. Though it was my earnest 
endeavour to present a _ balanced 
budget, in view of the large commit- 
ments and the need for improving the 
living conditions of our people, I 
could not do so. Iam, however, to 
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was demand from Class I Govern- 
ment servants for revision of their pay 
scales. This was also revised and 
given effect to from 1-1-1965. The 
extra cost on this account may be of 
the order of about Rs. 14 lakhs per 
year. Besides these, other more 
important benefits given to Govern- 
ment servants, have been the 
introduction of new Family Pension 
Scheme, 1964, for providing adequate 
telief to the families of deceased 
Government servants, specially 
Government servants with less than 
10 years of service. Under the new 
Scheme, family pension is payable in 
case of death while in service, if 
at the time of death a Government 
servant has completed one year of 
service. The L. I. C. has also 
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indicate that the extra expenditure has 
been considered absolutely necessary 
which I could not reduce further 
though all the time I was alive to the 
consequences of such a revenue deficit 
budget. Levy of new taxes to cover 
the revenue gap was very carefully 
considered and I could not find any 
new sources or to increase the rates 
of existing tax structure. Unlike 
many other States, though we had 


promised to the Plannins Commiss 

while formulating aie aGyelguinen 
plans for the Third Five-Year Plan 
period that we would be Taising an 
extra revenue of Rs. 23 crores from 
additional measures of taxation, we 
have by now estimated that from 
the new measure undertaken and the 
revision of the existing tates, our total 
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revenue from additional measures 
during the Third Plan period will be 
more than Rs. 31 crores. Keeping in 
view the conditions of our people and 
their incapacity to bear further burden, 
I have not ventured to impose 
further taxes during the year 1965-66. 
I have, however, taken steps, as I 
shall indicate shortly, to cover this 
uncoverei gap in the Revenue 
Account by other measures and, sur- 
pluses in the Capital and Public 
Accounts. 


In a developing economy such 
revenue deficit cannot be avoided, but 
I can assure the House that when all 
the development projects undertaken 
are successfully implemented the 
position is sure to improve.

As I have indicated earlier after thé

ction in order to meet the growing 
needs of the population for food and 
of the industries for raw materials. 
The Government of India have offered 


special development programme— 
Crash Programme—in the agricultural 
sector. The entire cost of this 


programme will be borne by them. 
Schemes for production of fruits and 
vegetables, construction of Cold 
Storage and 200 godowns on the 
Panchayat headquarters have been 
taken upunder this programme. 
Schemes for intensive cultivation of 
tice, potato and vegetables have been 
introduced and that of oil-seeds will be 


included in the programme for the 
year 1965-66. For rice cultivation 
60 irrigated blocks have been 


organisation to cope with the agricule 
tural production has been strengthened. 
The entire State has been divided into 
26 agricultural districts and six ranges. 
Each agricultural district is in charge 
of a District Agricultural Officer and 
each range is in charge of a Deputy 
Director of Agriculture. 


With a view to step up agricultural 
production, integrated agricultural 
programme has been drawn up at 
the district and block level for the whole 
area taking the Khariff and Rabi crop 
together. On the basis of target fixed 
in consultation with the Panchayats 
and Panchayat Samitis, the entire 
production programme is organised at 
the village level by arranging necessary 
supplies and services: 


FOR MORE PRODUCTION 


selected and for oil-seeds 9 irrigated 
blocks and for potato cultivation 
certain areas in Puri, Cuttack, Koraput 
and Sambalpur districts have been 
selected. In the irrigated areas, 
efforts are being made to raise three 
crops and in non-irrigated areas, 
short duration paddy seeds are being 
distributed so as to utilise moisture 
of land for a second crop. To 
supplement seed production, to 
conduct regional research and to 
carry on extension — agricultural 
activities, it has been decided to go in 
for large sized mixed farms combining 
agiculture with veterinary. Besides 
such a farm at  Similiguda, five 
more farms at Hirakud, Lachida, 
Kuarmunda and Kulimposh are in 
the process of establishment. The 
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The Orissa University of Agriculture 
and Technology which was esta‘lished 
in 1962 for co-ordination of education, 
tesearch and extension is progressing 
well. Post-graduate classes in different 
Subjects of agriculture have been 
Started and a new Faculty, namely. 
Basic Science and Humanity has been 
added to this University. 


SOIL CONSERVATION 


Soil conservation 
mainly confined to catchment area 
and tiver valley. Recently, cofee 
plantations have been started in the 
areas of shifting cultivation in Koraput 
and Kashipur areas and these have 
been Successful. Other economic 
crops like citrus fruits, mangoes 
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work has been 


etc., have also been tried in these 
shifting cultivation areas and they 
have also proved successful. The 
importance of such economic crops 
in the control of the shifting cultivation 
cannot be over-emphasized.

Units, Limestone, Stone Crushing 
industries, etc. So far, 137 units have 
been sanctioned out of which 71

Industrial Estates have been established 
and 34 more estates are under 
construction. The Co-operative Sugar 
Factory at Aska has gone into 
production. 


In the private sector also, progress 
has been made for setting up of 
different industries. In the private sector 
there has been some activity, though 
not to any considerable extent. 


It has been our endeavour to give 
as much financial and other help as 
possible to entrepreneurs for establish- 
ment of industries in the State; with 
the generation of electricity from 
Talcher Thermal Station and Balimela, 
power in this State would be plenty 
and cheap. Besides, there is no dearth 
of raw materials and minerals in this 
State. It is hoped that entrepreneurs 
will take advantage of the above and 
take active part in industrialising 
the State.

€ep sea port at Paradeep which We

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taken up towards the end of 1962 
has made substantial progress during 
the year 1964-65. Most of the anci- 
ary works, such as road, navigational 
canal, approaches to the Port including 
eight kilometres of the Expressway in 
the Port area, water-supply works 
and staff quarters have been nearly 
completed. 


So far as construction of harbour 
proper is concerned, the lagoon has 
been dredged and the sides of the 
lagoon well protected against wave 
wash. The approach and the entrance 
«channel to the lagoon from the sea are 
being dredged and are expected to be 
completed before the end of 1965.

There has, therefore, been a ge | 
handicap not only in the movement 
People from one part to the other; 

in the movement of raw materials 4°

the deficit areas. Large number of 
forest produce are now wasted in our 
forests mainly on account of lack of 
communication- The last Finance 
Commission very kindly considered 
this aspect of the question and 
allowed a yearly grant of Rs. 1,75 
lakhs for development and improve- 
ment of communications in the interest 
of national economy. In view of the 
paucity of railway mileage and the 
non-availability of wagons, road 
transport, of late, has assumed far 
greater importance. Most of our roads 
do not even have a_ load-carrying 
capacity of 5 to 6 metric tons. With 
the assistance given by the Government 
of India on the recommendations of the 
last Finance Commission and from 


over Mahanadi and Birupa have been 
completed and opened for traffic in 
June last year. There are 95 minor 
bridges and 290 culverts on the 
National Highway. The work on the 
road work, bridges and culverts:are in 
full swing. It is expected that the 
major bridges over all except 
Baitarani and Budhabalang will be 
completed during next year.

funds allocated under the plan, it has 
been possible to lay out some new 
roads and to improve some of the 
existing roads to take higher tonnage. 
Besides the road wing of the Pow. D., 
the Rural Engineering Organisation 
has been entrusted with the task of 
bringing 6,484 Km. of rural roads to 
district road standard. They have 
been placed in charge of Panchayat and 
Panchayat Samiti roads for improve 
ment. With the available means, all 
steps are being taken not only to 
improve the existing roads, but 
also to lay out new roads to 
Open up new areas for trade and 


commerce. Out of the seven major

Before I close I would like to 
make a mention about Fourth Finance 
Commission which has since been 
setup under the Chairmanship of 
Shri P. V. Rajamannar. The revenue 
deficit during the Fourth Plan period 
is likely to be very substantial 
primarily because, committed expendi- 
ture and maintenance expenditure on — 
account of completion of development 
schemes undertaken during the Third 
Five-Year Plan will forma part of © 
the committed liability on the State 
exchequer. We have made out a 
case for Central assistance to cover 
this expenditure and we hope that the 
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Finance Commission who are now 
considering various issues relating to 
the financial position of the State will 
appreciate our needs. We have 
urged before Finance Commission 
to take account of the low ‘standard of 
living of the people of Orissa and the 
underdeveloped nature of our economy 
which justifies the need for larger 
allocations out of the proceeds of 
divisible Union Taxes and duties and 


also for special grant from the 
Union Government. I fervently hope 
that with the assistance to be 


Teceived from Government of India 
as a result of the recommendation 
of the Finance Commission, we may 
be able to come up to the standard 
comparable with those obtaining in 
Our sister States,

The following article on the life of Lala Lajpat Rai released

Ws Lala Lajpat Rai connected in 
any way with the movement of 
Lala Hardayal, the famous Indian 
revolutionary, who tried to bring 
about an armed insurrection against 
the British in India and his Gadar or 
rebellion party? 


The British of course tried) to 
implicate Lalaji in participation in 
organized political terrorism. Some 
of the young men who took part in 
the terrorist movement were known 
to him. Thus, among the accused 
in the Lahore Lawrence Garden Bomb 
conspiracy case, Balraj was Lalaji’s 
tiend.

in April 1914 as a member of the 
delegation of the Indian National 
Congress sent to attend to the proposed 
reforms planned by the Secretary of 
State for India, Lord Crewe, over the 
position of India House. The other 
members were Bhupendranath Basu, 
Jinnah, Samarth, Lord Sinha and 
Mazrul Haque. The proposal was 
swamped in World War I. 


Lalaji could not return to India 
and preferred to go to the United 
States. He had earlier, in 1908, 
visited England to recoup his health 
following his deportation to Mandalay. 
under the brutal Regulation of 
1818. He had planned a stay of a few 
months but lived there for a year anda 
half. He used the visit to plunge 
himself into the whirlpool of acti- 
vities like meeting the Indian students, 
Writing in the press on the Indian 
Struggle for freedom, cultivating MPs 
of the Labour Party and Irish leaders 
and organization of propaganda in 

urope in support of the Indian 
Nationalist Struggle. He had to file 
a Suit for libel against the Daily Express 
and Surprisingly won it, despite Motilal 
Nehru’s Prognosis that Lalaji would 
lose it as there were so many odds 
against him—a tribute to British 
Justice.

India in the United States of America. 
He had planned to remain in the 
U.S. for 6 months but was compelled 
to extend his sojourn for as many 
years. These were the years of the 
greatest physical hardship as Lalaji 
had had no financial backing for the 
work he had taken up. When he had 
had a lucrative legal practice in Lahore, 
he did not save money but gave it to the 
various causes in which he was connect- 
ed. In fact, he hated to have a big 
practice and gave away the bulk of 
his professional earnings and _ later 
neglected his practice to devote himse 


more fully to his political and publicist’s 
work. 


Lajpat Rai first went to New York 
and, after spending sometime _ there, 
went round the country. He had beet 
given a few notes of introduction By 
Sydney Webb.

first man to prove that Sir Lionel 
Curtis had been responsible for the 
American writer’s disreputable book 
that was intended to damn India and 
Indians as, earlier, a similar book on 
the Phillipines had been written to 
damn the peoples of that colony of 
the U. S. 


Lajpat Rai, in September 1916, called 
a meeting in Chicago city of Indians 
living in the U. S. and tried to assess 
their views and experience in America. 
He met a group of young men and 
selected Dr. Hardikar of Hubli in 
Mysore State (then Bombay Karnatak) 
as a suitable man who could collabo- 
rate with Lalaji in his project of Indian 
counter-propaganda. Dr. MHardikar, 
at that time, was President of the 
‘Hindustan Association for India. 
He was studying medicine in the 
Michigan University. After a further 
exchange of views and discussions, 
Hardikar decided to join Lalaji in the 
project and came to live with him 
in New York in November, 1916. 
Lalaji immediately established his 
‘Indian Home Rule League for 
America’ and became its President 
while Hardikar worked as Secretary 
of the new institution. They also 
Started a magazine called “Young 
India’. 


The first number of ‘Young India’ 
came out in January of 1917. It 
Created considerable interest among 
the people; and the office of the 
Magazine was gate-rushed by 
ins who sought information about 

a. 
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Among them were Indians studying 
in or visiting the U. S. and Lalaji had 
to start a separate information centre 
where he used to meet visitors to attend 
to their inquiries. Lal!aji received 
valuable help and assistance from 
Indian labourers some of whom took 
the keenest interest in the activities of 
the institution. Lalaji, therefore, orga- 
nized them so that the work of 
dissemination of information about 
India could be extended as much as 
possible. He also started evening edu-. 
cational classes for these Indians. 
Dr. Hardikar hes described how Lalaji 

\ heart itto the work and 
himself taught the latourers to read 
and write. It was this class of Indians 
who contributed money out of their 
meagre wages and carried on the 
propaganda for the cause of Indian 
freedom in the areas where they 
worked or lived. 


The early years were years of 
hardships and privations for Lalaji. 
There was no adequate financial 
backing as the Indians associated 
with the activities of the League were 
poor. Lajpat Rai had to earn his own 
living by finding time to write for the 
newspapers. He also spent much time 
in the New York public library and 
library of the Columbia Unix ersity and 
he read every availatle book on India 
he could lay his hands on. He had 
been in bad health and also suffered. 
from insomnia. He would, therefore 
burn mid-night oil and complained of 
discomfort and aches in the body. 
Hardikar would sometimes massage 
him. Lalaji, for want of money, would 
himself cook and scrub and generall 
lived in poverty and want, zr

Once, Dr. Hardikar wrote to his 
brother in India about all this and 
the brother met Lokmanya Tilak and 
described to him the ordeal through 
which Lalaji was passing. Lokmanya 
was touched by it and immediately 
sent a sum of Rs. 15,000 out of the 
funds of the Home Rule League in 
India to Lalaji who had hardly 
expected such a windfall for his 
movement and deeply appreciated 
Tilak’s understanding of the impor- 
tance of foreign propaganda for the 
cause of Indian freedom. But Lalaji 
did not touch a pie out of this money 
for his personal expenses but deposited 
it in a bank and utilized the interest 
earned for the activities of his insti- 
tution. Lalaji’s personal income and 
earning increased as, with the publi- 
cation of “Young India’, his fame 
Increased with a corresponding 
Increase in demand for his newspaper 
articles. The American socialist, 
Trish and Labour Party organisa- 
tions also started inviting him to 
ive lectures.

He also published 
the open letters he had addressed to 
Lloyd George, Prime Minister © 
Britain, and Samuel Montague, Secre- 
tary of State for India. 


When the infamous Rowllatt Act 
Was passed and the Lt. Governol 
of the Punjab, Sir Michael O’Dwyel 
launched his regime of terror, Lalé 
Lajpat Rai grew restive. In a lettet 
he wrote about this time, he blame 
Rot so much the bureaucrats but the 
young men of India who did nothing 
to put up resistance. When Gandhi 
came on the political scene with we 
Satyagraha and civil disobedien¢ 
movement, he wrote: 


Circumstances beyond my contra} 
ave prevented my taking part 
the great movement that you 0 
leading for the uplift of our comme 
motherland. I am, however, oa 
Tous of conveying to you my heat 
admiration for your noble stare 
and my unqualified appreciation 

your highsouled patriotism. . 
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LALA LAJPAT RAT........ 


I believe that no nation deserves or 
will win freedom which is not 
prepared to suffer for it. When 
I say that, I mean-the suffering in 
pursuit for freedom and not for 
lack of it. In India we have plenty 
of the latter and not sufficient of the 
former. We have so far done precious 
little to deserve freedom and we have 
done still less to educate our people 
as to what constitutes real freedom. 
The sacrifices and sufferings 
we have so far undergone in our 
fight for freedom are too trivial to 
be crowned with success. 


The letter also describes how politi- 
cal terrorists had come to realize that 
armed insurrection was not likely to 
achieve freedom and that Mahatmaji’s 
approach alone could do it. Lalaji 
also expressed his anguish that he 


was prevented from joining the 
Mahatmaji and deprived of the 
opportunity to serve and_ suffer. 


But soon the embargo on his return 
to India was lifted by the British and 
he immediately entrusted the manage- 
ment of the League to Dr. Hardikar 


and left for India. He arrived in 
Bombay on 20th February 1920 and 
was given a warm and spectacular 
welcome with a public procession and 
a dinner. He was also given a recep- 
tion and the address presented to 
him bore the signatures of Gandhi 
and Tilak. Lalaji made a moving 
reference to the honour of commen- 
dation of his service by.these great men. 


The late Dr. B. R. Ambedkar was 
one of the students of Lala Lajpat Rai 
met and knew in the U.S.. Through 
an irony of fate, Dr. Ambedkar was 
a member of the Simon Commission 
whose visit to Lahore culminated in the 
fateful and fate] lathi-blow Lalaji 
received on his head and from which 
he died. Dr. Ambedkar after Lalaji’s 
death called a condolence meeting in 
the Damodar Hall in Parel in Bombay 
city. Dr. Ambedkar was not known 
to be particularly sentimental. But 
when he spoke about Lalaji, his face 
was noticed streaming with tears— 
a unique spectacle which was also 
eloquent of the grandeur of Lalaji’s 
personality.
